Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 

the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Yamazaki et al. (US Pub. 2002/0057055), Kitamura et al. (JP 07292459\ and 

Song et al. (US 6,872,473) do not disclose: 

• An insulating film over the thin film transistor, where the insulating film 
comprises a first insulating film and a second insulating film formed on the first 
insulating film, where the first insulating film comprises a material selected from 
the group consisting of acrylic, polyamide, and polyimide; and the second 
insulating film comprises fluoroplastics. 

• A mixed film containing fluoroplastics and metallic oxide formed over the second 
electrode. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1-4, 6, 13-15, 23-26, 31-32, and 36-37 are allowed.
